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Celebrating  our  75th  Anniversary: 


"ACoUegewithAUNew 
England  for  a  Campus . . .

That's  how  the  Springfield 
Union  characterized  North- 
eastern College's  establish- 
ment of  branch  operations 
in  local  YMCAs  in  several 
New  England  cities,  includ- 
ing Springfield. 

Offering  a  college  education  in  law 
and  business  in  the  evening  to  woricing 
men  and  women  was  an  idea  whose  time 
had  come.  So  it  was  that  in  1919,  the 
education  committee  of  the  Springfield 
Central  YMCA  signed  an  agreement  with 
Northeastern  to  form  the  Springfield 
Division  of  Northeastern  University, 
popularly  known  as  Springfield-North- 
eastern. This  school,  which  was  to 
become  Western  New  England  College, 
opened  in  September  with  approximately 
100  students. 

The  Year  was  1919 

Tuition  for  the  1919-1920  school  year 
was  $100.  To  put  this  in  perspective, 
consider  these  1919  prices: 

•  The  Saturday  Evening  Post  was  a 
nickel 

•  It  cost  one  cent  to  send  a  post  card 

•  A  five-course  meal  in  a  Springfield 
hotel  was  one  dollar 

•  A  new  Studebaker  sold  for  $1685.  but 
you  could  buy  a  new  Chevy  for  S735. 

The  Versailles  Treaty,  ending  World 
War  I.  was  signed  in  1919.  and  that  was 
also  the  year  Prohibition  began. 


The  First  Years 

John  Doan  Cburchill,  then  only  26 
years  old.  was  selected  as  the  director  of 
Springfield-Northeastern  in  1920,  a 
position  he  beld  until  1951,  when  he 
became  first  president  of  Western         _      ^  w.b. 
New  England  College.  Mr.  a 
Churchill  was  the  •  ^^^^^^^-^a 

embodiment  of 
everything  North- 
eastern  bad  hoped 
for.  He  handled  the  ^ 
College's  finances. 
taught  classes,  and 
personally  inter- 
viewed all  appli- 
cants. 

Springfield- 
Northeastern  pros- 
pered during  the  "Roar- 
ing Twenties."  In  1928,  the 
business  program  was 
from  four  to  six  years,  leading  to  a  BBA 
degree,  comparable  to  conventional  fiill- 
Ume  colleges.  By  the  1928-29  school 
year,  enrollment  had  risen  to  566.  leading 
to  an  expansion  of  the  YMCA,  costing 
$439,000,  which  was  more  than  the 
original  building  had  cost 

The  Thirties 

The  YMCA  annex  opened  in  1930. 
just  as  the  Great  Depression  struck,  and 
the  number  of  students  who  were  able  to 
afford  the  average  yearly  tuition  of  $150 
in  the  law  school  and  $115  in  the  business 
school  became  fewer  and  fewer.  As 
director  John  Churchill  reported  in  1931. 
"There  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in 
requests  for  extensions  of  time  in  which  to 
pay  tuition  bills." 


To  deal  with  the  fiscal  situation,  the 
Board  of  Governors  cut  faculty  and  staff 
salaries  tea  percent  in  193 1 .  At  the  time 
the  average  pay  for  instructors  was  $10  an 
evening  with  extra  compensation  for 
correcting  tests  and  quizzes.  Director 
Churchill  earned  $5,000  annually.  An 
additional  ten  percent  cut  was  applied  to 
administrative  staff  the  following  year. 

Northeastern  and  the  YMCA  com- 
bmed  with  local  businesses  to  offer 
classes  in  the  day  to  the

The  Forties 

Economic  conditions  and 
enrollment  improved  as  the  1930s 
progressed,  but  the  Springfield  division 
bad  little  time  to  recover  before  several 
circumstances  combined  to  create  more 
bard  times. 

Northeastern  decided  to  pursue 
accreditation  for  its  day  law  school  in 
Boston,  and  was  told  by  the  accrediting 
agency  that  full  acceptance  was  possible 
only  without  the  evening  programs  in  law. 
Boston  then  told  its  divisions  to  terminate 
their  law  schools.  The  Worcester  and 
Providence  operations  ceased  all  their 
programs,  but  Springfield  closed  only  the 
law  school,  graduating  the  final  law  class 
in  August  1942. 

The  School  of  Business  continued  but 
enrollment  began  to  dwindle  with  the 
advent  of  World  War  II.  Students  had  to 
withdraw  from  classes  because  they  were 
working  in  war-related  industries  that 
functioned  around  the  clock.  As  a  result, 
the  graduating  classes  in  1944  and  1945 
each  had  only  six  members. 

Once  again  the  division  offered  its 
expertise  to  the  community,  this  time  as  a 
site  for  government  sponsored  defense 
training  courses  that  included  Applied 
Mechanics,  Machine  Design,  and  Materi- 
als Testing.  Three  hundred  applications 
were  received  for  two  hundred  slots.  By 
November  1945.  John  Churchill  reported. 
"We  can  breath  more  freely  now. . .  that 
the  war  is  over." 

Independence 

In  the  post-World  War  II  period, 
enrollment  jumped  sharply,  from  184  in 
1944-45  to  559  just  (wo  years  later,  due 
largely  to  the  passage  of  the  0,1.  Bill, 
which  paid  for  higher  education  for  those 
who  had  served  their  country. 

Springfield  was  the  only  remaining 
division  of  Northeastern  and  it  was.  in  the 


words  of  ODC  former  board  member,  "jast 
a  matter  of  time"  before  the  tlivisioo  and 
its  parent  university  parted  ways.  In  1950, 
Northeastern  notified  Springfield  that  it 
was  terminating  its  af^ation. 

John  Churchill  presented  the  Board  of 
Governors  with  four  options:  (1)  to  stop 
the  educational  program  con^letely;  (2) 
to  continue  a  program  at  a  level  that 
would  not  lead  to  a  degree:  (3)  to  affiUate 
with  some  local  college:  (4)  to  obtain  a 
charter  that  would  permit  a  separate 
collegiate  operation.  The  board  voted  to 
pursue  an  independent  charter. 

What's  in  a  Name 

What  to  call  the  new  college?  Among 
the  names  suggested  were:  Pynchon 
College.  Western  New  England  College, 
Connecticut  Valley  College,  College  of 
Western  Massachusetts,  Hampden 
College,  and  Bay  State  College.  The  first 
ballot  taken  on  February  1. 1951.  pro- 
duced a  tie  (four  votes  each  for  Connecti- 
cut Valley  College  and  Westem  New 
England  College).  The  second  vole 
favored  Westem  New  England  College.

When  Westem  New  England  College 
came  into  being  in  July  of  1951,  little 
changed  beside  the  name.  The  College 
catalog  listed  the  same  courses  as  before 
and  the  College  occupied  the  same  rented 
quarters  in  the  YMCA.  Director  Churchill 
became  president;  the  administration 
remained  (he  same,  and  the  Board  of

Governors  all  remained  as  members  of  the 
new  Board  of  Trustees.  TTie  major 
difference  was  the  reinsUtution  of  an 
evening  law  program. 

The  First  graduating  class,  and  the  five 
that  followed  it,  had  started  under 
Northeastem's  aegis  and  were  allowed  to 
choose  which  degree  they  wanted. 


Beaumont  Herman  as  the  second  president 
of  Western  New  England  College  in  June 
1955.  During  Ibe  21  years  of  Dr. 
Herman's  stewardship,  the  fledgling 
institution  truly  became  a  college.  TThe 
College  that  had  no  day  classes,  no 
campus,  and  no  accreditation,  acquired  all 
three. 

Several  years  stand  out  as  milestones 
in  this  development  In  1956,  Dr.  Herman 


the  opening  of  the  first  residence  hall, 
Hampden  Hall,  and  the  D.  J.  St.  Germain 
Campus  Center,  both  designed  lo  better 
serve  a  changing  student  population. 

Nineteen  seventy-three  saw  the 
opening  of  two  badly  needed  buildings:  a 
science-classroom  building.  William  H. 
Sleith  Hall,  and  a  physical  education 
building.  Rivers  Memorial.  The  S.  Presley 
Blake  Law  building  was  completed  in

Northeastein  or  Western  New  England 
College.  A  brave  1 8  souls  out  of  a  total  of 
69  graduates  of  the  class  of  1952  chose  a 
Western  New  England  College  degree. 
The  final  Northeastern  degree  was 
awarded  to  one  graduate  in  1957. 

Growth  and  Development 

John  Churchill's  sudden  death  in 
August  1954  left  a  void  in  the  leadership 
of  the  institution  he  had  nourished  since 
1920  that  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Dr. 


recommended  "that  the 
College  inaugurate  a  day 
program  in  engineering  as  of 
September  1957.  By  this  one 
stroke  we  would  become 
finally  a  college,  and  not  a 
night  college."  Also  in  1956, 
34  acres  of  land  were  pur- 
chased on  Wilbraham  Road  as 
a  campus. 

The  first  building, 
Emerson  Hall,  was  dedicated 
three  years  later.  Over  the 
course  of  the  next  1 8  years 
(1960-1978),  12  major 
buildings  were  constructed  on 
campus.  In  1961,  the  College  purchased 
additional  land  on  the  west  side  of  campus 
from  Western  Massachusetts  Elec&ic 
Company.  Also  in  1961,  Andrew  J. 
Mulcahy.  Jr.  was  hired  to  fill  the  newly 
created  double  position  of  director  of 
student  acdvities  and  placement;  the 
beginning  of  a  long  and  dedicated 
relationship  with  the  College. 

Significant  events  in  1965  included 
accreditation  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  and 


1978,  the  same  year  the  School  of  Law 
was  granted  full  accreditation  by  the 
American  Bar  Association. 

The  Eighties— The  Master 
Plan 

Just  as  Dr.  Herman  gave  the  College 
new  beginnings.  Dr.  Beverly  Miller,  who 
became  president  in  1980.  continues  to 
lead  the  College  in  new  and  innovative 
directions. 

In  1980,  a  Campus  Master  Plan  was 
adopted  to  cany  the  College  through  the 
decade  and  beyond.  During  Dr.  Miller's 
tenure,  this  immense  undertaking  began, 
and  was  completed  ahead  of  schedule. 
The  plan  included  the  constiTiction  of  two 
major  buildings,  the  D' Amour  Library 
and  the  Alumni  Healthful  Living  Center, 
extensive  renovations  to  the  campus 
center  and  Churchill  Hall,  and  the 
acquisition  of  Gateway  Village  for  student 


As  the  College  continued  to  change 
from  a  predominantly  commuter  to  a 
residential  college,  the  Gateway  ^artment 
complex,  purchased  in  1981,  eventually 


housed  more  than  500  students.  A  two- 
slory  3 1 .000  squ^e  foot  addition, 
wrapped  around  the  side  and  back  of  the 
St.  Germain  Campus  Center  in  1982,  was 
the  first  step  of  the  master  plan.  It 
expanded  food  services  for  residential 
students  and  provided  offices  and  a 
central  location  for  expanded  student 
services. 

In  November  1982.  Dr.  Miller  wrote  to 

 alumni  and  friends.  "It  is 

impossible  to  overemphasize 
tiie  College's  urgent  need  for 
the  D' Amour  Library,  now 
under  constniction.  When 
Churchill  Library  was  built  in 
1962,  WNEC  enrolled  1,800 
students,  all  commuters.  Last 
year,  that  same  facility  served 
6.918  students,  nearly  1,200  of 
whom  were  in  residence  on  the 
campus."  D' Amour  Library 
opened  in  1984. 

With  Churchill  now  empty, 
it  was  the  perfect  opportunity 
to  renovate  and  provide  badly 
needed  offices  for  faculty  and 
space  for  a  much  larger 
Computer  Center.  The  final 
step  in  Phase  One  of  the  master 
plan,  a  refurbished  Churchill 
Hall,  opened  in  1988. 

The  final  phase,  the  construction  of  the 
Alumni  Healtiifijl  Living  Center,  began  in 
1992.  one  year  ahead  of  schedule,  and 
opened  in  1993.  A  comprehensive  health 
and  recreation  facility,  tiie  Center  is  by  far 
the  largest  structure  on  campus  at  1 15.000 
square  feet  It  provides  facilities  for 
physical  education,  health  education, 
recreation,  intercollegiate  and  inti^mural 
sports,  and  health  services  to  die  College 
community.  Says  Dr.  Miller.  "For  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  WNEC.  we  now 
have  a  completed  campus.. ..After  15  years 
of  constant  building,  we  can  now  turn  our 
attention  to  other  needs." 

Also  during  Dr.  Miller's  tenure  at 
Westem  New  England  College,  tiie 
Campus  Utility  Building  was  erected  to 
provide  a  consolidated  and  adequate 
service  area  for  the  campus.  The  College 
added  37.5  acres  to  its  land,  the  endow- 
ment has  increased  from  less  than  $1 
million  to  more  than  $16  million,  and  the 
majors  the  College  offers  to  its  under- 
graduate and  graduate  students  have 
grown  from  25  in  1 980  to  more  than  50 
in  1994.

TheNinties 

Innovation  contiDues  to  be  (be  key 
word  in  the  Nineties.  The  College  has 
recently  created  some  groundbreaking 
programs  including  the  Weekend  MBA, 
which  began  in  1993  and  graduated  its 
first  class  in  September  1994. 

To  make  sure  students  at  WNEC 
continue  to  come  away  with  a  complete 
educational  experience,  Dr.  Miller 
launched  the  WNEC  2000+  Plan  in  1992. 
The  plan  included  135  faculty  members, 
staff,  adminstrators.  and  classified 
employees  serving  as  members  on  12  task 
teams  studying  what  paths  the  College 
should  take  in  a  variety  of  areas  to  belter 
service  the  needs  of  students  and  society 
after  the  turn  of  the  century. 

The  College  is  currently  undertaking 
major  restructuring  efforts  lo  enhance  the 
quality  of  life  for  students.  The  new  office 
of  Student  Administrative  Services  will 
merge  the  functions  of  the  Office  of 
Records  and  Registration,  Billing  and 


Collections  office,  and  the  Financial  Aid 
office  to  provide  efficient  service  to 
students  as  of  January  15, 1995.  In  1993. 
the  Personnel  office  and  the  Career 
Planning  &  Placement  office  merged  to 
form  Career  and  Human  Resources.  And  a 
complete  retooling  of  the  admissions 
process  was  undertaken. 

The  changes  that  have  taken  place  in 
(he  past  75  years  are  many  and  varied. 
The  College  has  moved  fi-om  a  few  rented 
rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  the  YMCA 
in  1919  to  a  131-acre  campus  with  19 
major  buildings.  From  a  commuter  school, 
it  has  developed  into  a  residential  college. 
From  an  initial  enrollment  of  100  stu- 
dents, all  in  evening  classes,  it  has  grown 
to  serve  more  than  4,000  undergraduate 
and  graduate  students  in  full  and  part-time 
programs  both  on  and  off  the  campus. 

We  will  enter  the  21st  century  with  a 
complete  campus,  thanks  to  Dr.  Miller, 
the  trustees,  and  our  many  supporters, 
especially  our  dedicated  alumni,  now 
20.000  strong,  in  all  parts  of  the  country 
and  the  world.
